: # HAT the. Siege of London-Derry 8 raiſed, Major-General Kirk (at the Court-Martial 

held the 7th of Augaſt, 1689.) broke ſeveral Regiments of the Gariſon, and compleated the 

| Regiment, e , 13 Companies, according to the Numbers then on the Eſtabliſh- 

ment (which was agrecable to His Majeſty's Warrant of the 16th of Seprember following.) The 

Major General being then Chief Commander of His Majeſty's Forces in Ireland, gave the Officers New 

Commiſſions, and commanded the Regiment to the Frontier Garriſon of Ianistilling, where they ſerved 

ſeveral Months before an Eſtabliſhment was made for them: (The Eſtabliſhment for the Army of Ireland not 

commencing till the firſt of January, 1689.) In which Interval the Officers have been allow'd no Pay, 
being 147 Days. 


11, That an Eſtabliſhment was not made for the Regiment from the Day they were new Commiſſion'd and 
Compleated, as above, is preſum'd did not proceed from any Fault in the Regiment ; neither did the want 
of an Eſtabliſhment make their Service leſs valuable, or the Officers leſs careful in the Diſcharge of their 


De. And believing that an Account ſtated for that Service might be ſufficient to ſupply the want of an 
Eſtabliſhment (as it has done with the 15 Companies that Major General Kzrk added to the Three Old 
Regiments at their Landing near Lozdoz-Derry, in order to raiſe that Siege, who have been long fince 
clear*d off tor the time they ſerved) Application was made for a ſtated Account, for the ſaid 147 Days 
before the Eſtabliſhment. Upon this Application, the Lords of the Treaſury, by their Letters to the Lords 
Juſtices of Ireland in September, 1691. deſired that the ſaid Account ſhould be ſtated and tranſmitted to 
them, with their Lordthips Opinion thereupon : The Accounts were accordingly ſtated, by Commiſſio- 
vers appointed in Trelazd for ſtating the Accounts of the Army after the Reduction of that Kingdom, and 
the ſame were tranſmitted by the Lords Juſtices to the Lords of the Treaſury, with their Opinion there- 
upon, and deſiring their Lordſhips to lay the fame before His Majeſty, for His Majeity's Pleaſure to be 
known therein; but the Officers believing it then an improper Time to move farther in this Affair, bein

ZII. HAT this Caſe being laid before His Majeſty in June, 1700. His Majeſty was ſo well ſatisfied with 


the Juſtice of it, That he was graciouſly pleaſed to direct that his Pay-Maſter General ſhould lay a 

State of the ſaid Account before the late Commiſſioners, appointed by an Act of Parliament for taking and 

examining the Debts due to the Army, &. But the ſaid Commiſſioners being limited by the Act aforeſaid 

, to be govern'd only by Eſtabliſhment then made, could take no notice of the ſaid Account, nor certifie for 
the Balance due on the fame, without a further Power than was granted by the ſaid Act.

IV. + That this Regiment (by Commiſſions from His Majeſty then Prince of Orange) was Raiſed and Arm'd 
before the 13th of February, 1688. without putting his Majeſty, or the Nation, to any Charge, and faith- 

_ fully ſerved rhe Preſent Government in the Defence of the City of Loayden-Derry, during its long and miſerable 
Siege. That the Officers being hitherto allow'd no Pay for the Service of the Siege, nor for the 147 ay | 
after it (from the Dates of their New Commiſſions, to the Date of the Eſtabliſhment) together with the 
great Expence they were at in Raiſing, Arming, Equipping, Recruiting, and often Subſitting their Men 
(having in that dangerous Conjuncture had more regard to the Publick Good than their Private Intereſts) 
has to this day ſo much ſunk their Fortunes, that in all Probability their Families will be ruin'd, if not 

/ relieved on their Petition to this Honourable Houſe. And by the Misfortune of being broke in the War, 
the Officers have not had the Benefit of Half Pay, as has been given to the Officers of all Regiments that 


have been broke ſince that time, which makes their Caſe ſingular, and (they preſume) the more worthy 
of Conſideration. - | — 


With Submiſſion, it is preſum'd, that it never was intended by his 57705 , or by the great Council of the 
Nation, that the Want of an Eſtabliſhment ſhould deprive Men of their Pay, Je which they ſerved by 
Commiſſion in Time of Mar; which, together with the Motives above-mentioned, is humbly ſubmitted to 
the Conſideration of this Honourable AT? : And we do hope that the Juſtice of our Cauſe 
will induce you to grant the Prayer of our ſaid Petition; which is, that the Commiſſioners to be appointed for 
taking the Accounts of the Arn, &c. may be impower'd to Certifie as well for the Balance due on the 147 
Days ( from the Dates of our Commiſſions from Major General Kirk, to the Date of the Eſtabliſhment) as 
Jer the Balance after the Eſtabliſhment, the one being as deſervedly due as the other. | 77 5
